in the direction of travelling along a vehicle and against interference with the movement of such 
seat between its conventional upright and rearyfrardlv tilted conditions once the attachment is 
operativelv fitted .

of the path defining means in a way , at /east once fitted the r eto if r e lcasable the r e f r om, in a way

fo r ward motion under its inertia along the pftta up to a position of stoppage, as provided along 
the path defining means, during which forward motion th e t r av e ller holding position d e fining 
means becomes adjusted into the position of r e ducedcxposure to injury of an occupant. 

such seat, once operativelv fitted to sudn vehicle via the attachment while being 
appropriately occupied, thus becoming released at the latest at the relevant rate of vehicular 
deceleration resulting in its forward motioiY under its inertia via the displacement of the carrier 
arrangement along the path up to a positic/n of carrier arrangement stoppage, as provided towards 
the leading end of the path defining means, while during such forward motion becoming 
rearwardlv tilted from its conventional/upright seating position into a rearwardlv tilted position of 
reduced exposure to injury of its occupant owing to at least the leading end of the path defining 
means extending upward along an aqequate extent of curvature. 
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1 7. (Currently Amended) Equipment A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 1 6 
that makes provision for involving t r avelle r holding position defining means in th e fo r m of a scat 
adjustably held by pe r forming a rearward swiv e lling action du r ing forward t r av e lling along the 
p ath, as extending appropriat e ly, once the equipm e nt is in use, the equipm e nt, as installabl e 
b e tw e en such s e at and the conventional location of seat anchoring, when in use thus causing the 
scat to per form a rearward in which the largest portion M the path defining means defines a path 
that extends appropriately arcuatelv to cause a seat as secured thereto via the carrier arrangement 
to commence its tilting action substantially on commencement of travelling of the carrier 
arrangement from its locked position towards the leading end of the path once on p r ogressing 
towards the leading end of the path that is ^li^tequate ext e nt to cause an occupant of the s e at to 
become rearwa r dly tilted during vehicula r deceleration to the extent of at least r educing th e 
whiplash effect owing to such occupant\ beyoming release^ swivell e d away from a conventional 
upright s e ating position and, in the appropriate cas e , of reducing the exposu r e of such occupant 
to vehicular equipment moving towards/the scat under accid e nt occur r ing conditions . 

18. (Currently Amended) Equipment A vehicle secure attachment as claimed in claim 1 7 in 
which the path defining means is formed to cause at l e ast its leading end to e xtend along an 
u p wardly extending curve of adequate radius to resul t in the desi r ed p r ogressive backward tilting 
of a scat with which the equipm e nt is fitted in the form of an arcuatelv formed railage layout to 
which the carrier arran gement \L rollablv engaged against release at least once the attachment is 
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operatively install e d fitted , on the carrier ar r angement moving along the/curved portion of the 
path in p r ogressing towards the leading end of th e p ath defining means . 

1 9. (Currently Amended) Equi p ment A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 1 8 
in which at least the largest portion of the path defining m e ans is formed to defin e defines a path 
that extends appropriately arcuately to cause a s e at, onc e re leased and with which the equipment 
is fitted once operatively installed, to comm e nc e its tilting action, substantially on 
commencement of t r aveling from its locked p osition towards the leading end of the path the 
railage layout provides two adjacently spaced rails that are installable in adequately spaced 
- relationship to result in each rail being located in opposite seat side-edge region co-acting 
relationship with a seat, and thus indirectly rollablv engaging with the rails via the carrier 
arrangement once the attachment is operatively installed . 


20. (Currently Amended) Equipment A Vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 19 
in which the path defining m e ans is in the form of a an arcuat e ly fo r med r ailage layout making 
pr ovision for causing a scat with which the equipment is fitt e d once op e ratively installed, to 
which th e carrier is reliably engaged again/t release the r ewith e xcept when exposed to th e 
a ppr op r iate fo r ce at least once t he attachment is operatively fitt e d that is arranged to be 
interspaceably secured between a vehicfe seat and a location of conventional seat anchoring in a 
way that requires little if any alteration to both such seat and such location of conventional seat 
anchoring and to the latter of which the attachment is thus directly anchorable. 
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2 1 . (Currently Amended) Equipment A vehicle securable/attachment as claimed in claim 20 
in which the r ailag e layout p r ovides two adjacently spaced /ails that ar e installable in ad e quat e ly 
spaced relationship to r esult in e ach rail being locat e d in Opposit e seat sid e e dge- r egion co-acting 
r elationship with a scat, via the carrie r ar r angement with a seat with which th e equi p ment is fitt e d 
once operatively installed as thus indirectly rollably engaging with th e rails via th e carri e r 
arrang e ment once the attachm e nt is o per atively install e d carrier arrangement comprises at least 
one seat securable rail-engaging runner for each /ail formed to effectively prevent the runners 
from accidentally becoming disengaged from frheir respective rails while promoting smooth 
movement there along . 


22. (Currently Amended) Equipm e nt A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 21 
in which the carri e r arrangement is iiythc form of a scat-engaging base fitt e d along o p posite sides 
with roll e rs engaging with the rails/at least oflCtTdic equipm e nt is operatively installed each 
runner is in the form of a formatiofti defining a railage path along an adequate number of 
o ppositely mounted upper and tywer rollers to ensure a firm though smooth reliable engagement 
of each formation to its rail.

26. (Currently Amended) Equipm e nt A venicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 25 
in which each runner is in the form of a sadd/e-like rail engaging formation fitted with cylindrical 
rollers spaced to define the railage path theijfe along while the rails present appropriate rectangular 
end profiles to enable snug engagement oi/th^unnerfc along their rails. 

27. (Currently Amended) Equipment A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 2* 
16 in which the locking facility is in t^fe^^fomLof^hg^: pins releasably locking the carrier 
arrangement to the rails towards thei^ trailing ends at least once the equipment is opc r ativ e ly 
installed . 


28. (Currently Amended) Equipment A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 2+ 
J6 in which each rail is fitted with a stopper pin defining the position of stoppage there along. 
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36. (New) A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claitfi 19 in which the carrier 

arrangement is in the form of a seat support fitted at its leading and trailing ends, as regards 
carrier arrangement motion along the rails, by way of connecting arms at the outer end of each of . 
which a roller in the form of a rolling wheel is carried in a generally curtain rail connecting 
fashion to the rails as thus appropriately guidably formed, installation of the attachment involving 
the separation of the conventional seat engaging support of A seat from its upper seat bed and the 
operative interspacing of the attachment between the sue]/ upper bed and such seat engaging 
support in a way that results in the seat support carrying the upper seat bed while the rails are 
secured to such seat engaging support. 


37. (New) A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 36 in which the locking 
facility is in the form of at least one rail stop siftiated ahead of one of the roller wheels within the 
appropriate rail if not fitted with a plurality o4 rail stops, co-acting with its roller wheel in a way 
that permits the release of the wheel for freef movement along its rail at the pre-established rate of 
vehicular deceleration once the attachment/is operatively installed. 


38. (New) A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 36 in which the 
position of carrier arrangement stoppage is formed by the leading ends of the rails being blanked 
off. 
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39. (New) A vehicle securable attachment as claimed in claim 16 wherein said seat is 
rearwardly s\yfvellable independently of a seat anchor, a floor, and a remainder of a cab of the 
vehicle/ 
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
